G. Stubbs, of Manitoba, who made 
some observations on the administra- 
tion of justice, in Winnipeg recently, 
His honor’s remarks have aroused 
consternation and condemnation on 
the part of the crown law officers ot 
the court. It is doubtful if the ordi- 
nary run of people will be resent- 
ful. 


| Judge Stubbs said in sentencing 
‘two youths for breaking and enter- 
ing: “We can expect a lot more of 
this sort of thing unless young men 
are put to work or alléwed to enter 
educational institutions. Our youths 
will become demoralized and degen- 
erate.” 

Now is there anything unreason- 
able or irrational in that remark? 
We think it is a very common sense 
observation to make and ‘a truthful 
one. 

In another case a cashier was 
charged with theft from his employ- 
lers, The judge referred to another 
recent case involving theft of a much 
larger sum and said: “As |. the 
Court of Appeal has held the term of 
eighteen months in a proper sentence 
for a theft of $284,177.18, what would 
‘be the proper sentence for this man? 
IT am going to acquit you.”

else this may mean it is an ideal for 
human society in which men and 
women. shall live together in har- 
mony and mutual service, striving 
together for worthy ends and increas- 
ing in their knowledge of nature and 
of God. Such a purpose makes it 
possible for anyone to be working al- 
Ways constiously for those condi- 
tions which come nearer to the idéal. 

We might well ask ourselves 
whether we have felt our real self 
under the sway of a lofty purpose 
which has a compelling attractive- 
ness for us,;and which call forth 
dormant qualities from within. 

We have spoken of the appeal /of: 
the author of Hebrews; a cloud’ of 
witnesses; we have also noted how 
Jesus attempted to bring a sense of 
&@ great objective before his follow- 
ers: There is a third factor which 
has been an incentive of great value 
in the lives of many, It might be | 
termed our affinity with God. John | 
Speaks of it in saying, “Now we are 
sons of God... .. " and he goes on to 
gay that when that relationship ex- 
ists. there is no limit to the poss!- 
bilities that may result. 

A philosopher of past centuries has 
said, “AS a man thinketh within 
himself so is he.” May there not be 
some real importance then to thie 
Christian doctrine that we are sons 
of God? It is difficult to over-esti- 
mate the importance of what we 
think about ourselves, Prof, Hocking 
of Harvard, is quoted as Saying that 
“there is a deep tendency in human 
nature to become like that which we 
imagine ourselves to be.” In speak- 
ing of such a tendency one is re- 
minded of Clifford Beer’s recent 
book, “A Mind That Found Itself.” 
Clifford was a sensitive lad who had 
an older brother affected with epil- 
epsy. A dread terror hovered over 
the younger one ‘that he might be- 
come epileptic, a terror so dreadful 
that he spoke to no one about it but 
brooded over it in morbid solitude. 
Continually he recoiled from the 
thought that he would become an epi- 
leptic, “Doomed to what I then con- 
sidered a living death,” he writes, “I 
thought of epilepsy, I dreamed epil- 
epsy, until thousands of times during 
the six years that this disquieting 
‘idea persisted my overwrought imagr 
ination seemed to drag me to the 
very verge of an attack.” Then came 
the result-—-three years in an insane 
asylum; but he was finally restored. 
Clifford Beers, however, knew some- 
thing of that “deep tendency in hu- 
man nature to beconie like that which 
we imagine ourselves to be.” 

This deep tendency. which some- 
times works havoc miay also be har- 
nessed for good: “Now we are sons of 
God, and it doth not yet appear what 
we shall be...... " What a sense of 
sacredness it brings into life; what 
an incentive it may become when we 
think we are sons of God. The sense 
of a high birth and a potentially high 
destiny may be a stimulus which will 
have far-reaching effects in our 
lives.
